Friel Allen, youngest and smaltesl 
of the Allen outlaws, was brought into 
HilJsville, Va„ a prisoner. 


Allen rode into town between De­ 
tectives Tom Felts and Harry Lucas. 
Allen was arrested at the home of his 
father, Jack Allen, He made no ro 
sistance, and it is believed that Jack, 
realizing that his boy would inevitably 
be captured, advised him to surren 
der himself. 


Claude Swanson Allen was captured 
by a posse headed by Detective Payne. 


He was armed, but made no resist­ 
ance and had been living on bread 
and water. He was brought to Hills* 
ville. 


The absolute suspension of all coal 
mining, in both the anthracite and 
bituminous fields, took place on Sat­ 
urday, and more than 600,000 miners 
are idle and will remain so until the 
referendum vote of the miners ap­ 
proves the agreement entered into at 
Cleveland for the bituminous mines.

Most of the mining plants are in need 
of repairs and will remain closed for 
at least the two-weeks* holiday that 
now seems1 inevitable. Many employes 
look for an increase of 10 per cent in 
wages. 


All coal available in the Schuylkill 
region 
has 
been marketed at high 
prices, instead of at the usual 50-cent 
cut in April, and the operators are 
millions richer because of even the 
.prospects of a strike. Washeries will 
be capable of producing all the steam 
sizes of coal needed for months to 
come, if the mines remain closed. 


The shut-down of the mines in the 
bituminous field promises to be but 
brief. 
The 
agreement reached be­ 
tween the miners and operators has 
increased the 
mutual good feeling, 
and both sides aro doing all that Is 
possible to hasten an early resumption 
of work. While tho agreement is yet 
to be ratified by the policy committee 
of the United Mine Workers, and then 
by a referendum vote of the union 
members concerned, as little time as 
possible will be lost in these formali­ 
ties, and it is expected that production 
will be resumed within a few days.

Captain Scott, the best equipped m l 
most experienced) of Antarctic adven­ 
turers, set out on June 1, 1M0, from 
London to plant the English flag at 
the bottom of the world. He had in 
min<i got merely the attainment of the 
South Pole, the goal of great explor­ 
ers since Peary’s triumph in the north, 
but the possibility of continuing his 
journey and emerging In the Weddell 
Sea, -possibly within a few hundred 
miles of Cape Horn. 


Captain Scott's general plan of ap­ 
proach to the South Pole was to fol* 
low the route taken by Shackleton in 
1*08. 


He divided his journey into three 
stages. 
He 
planned first of all to 
cross the ice barrier which bars the 
way to the great glacier. This barrier 
is between 200 and 300 feet high, and 
was thrown up, in the opinion of the 
scientists, by ice from 
around 
the 
South Pole crushing through the pas­ 
sage between Victoria Land and King 
Edward VII. Land. There Is a distance 
of 414 miles between the barrier and 
the foot of the great glacier. 


The second stage was over the gla< 
cier to the high plateau on which. It 
had been definitely ascertained, the 
pole was located. The glacier, Shackle­ 
ton found, extended about ninety-three 
miles and presented extraordinary dif­ 
ficulties. 


The third stage was to be over the 
plateau to the pole, a final dash of 
more than 300 miles, at an altitude 
rising to 10,000 feet above the 
level.

Death was due to a general col­ 
lapse incident to old age and an in­ 
jury received by Mr. Arbuckle nearly 
a year ago. Mr. Arbuckle had been 
ill several weeks. 


Mr. Arbuckle, with his brother, the 
late Charles Arbuckle, established the 
firm of 
Arbuckle Brothers in 1871* 
They introduced on a large scale the 
roasting of coffee 
and the 
sal# of 


coffee in packages, and the firm grad­ 
ually became the largest of its kind 1st 
the United States. 


John Arbuckle, in addition to im­ 
porting 
coffee, became a large im­ 
porter of raw sugar. In later years he 
affiliated himself as director with a 
number of financial institutions, among 
them the Importers' and Traders' 
bank, Lawyers* Title Insurance and 
Trust company, Mortgage Bond Com­ 
pany of New York and the Kings Coun- 
ey Trust company. 


Mr. Arbuckle was also interested in 
five stock and owned several ranchee 
in Wyoming. He was also president 
of the Royal Horse association. 


It is estimated that Mr. Arbuckle9« 
wealth was over $60,000,000.

A new division of experts in educa­ 
tional work w ill be organized shortly 
by tho United States Bureau of Edu­ 
cation to look after the needs of the 
rural schools of the country. 
This is 
the latest plan of Uncle Sam for the 
proper education of the coming gen­ 
eration In rural communities. 
In ad­ 
dition to the 10 or more specialists in 
rural education, there w ill be a num­ 
ber of experts engaged to assist In 
the handling of problems relative to 
city schools. 
These w ill include spec­ 
ialists for trade schools, agricultural 
education below the college, educa­ 
tion in home-making, commercial ed­ 
ucation and for normal schools and 
the training of teachers. In the di­ 
vision there w ill also be specialists ln 
city school administration, in school 
sanitation and hygiene, and one or 
two in secondary education, with a di­ 
rector of research. 


The plan w ill Include a personal 
visit of representatives of the bureau 
to every rural school in the United States. 
Tho main object is to improve 
the surroundings of the pupils and to aid in securing proper school houses. 
Dr. A. C. Monahan is to have direct charge of the new rural school work. 
"Our first step,” he says, "w ill be to make a survey of the field so that we 
tnay know definitely conditions of the rural schools as they now exist#

During the next six 
months 
the 
younger brother bought a team and 
wagon and started a small business of 
his own, doing special teaming work, 
moving household furniture, hauling 
lumber, dirt, cordwood, or anything 
that afforded employment for himself 
and his horses.

The younger brother remained with 
the real estate firm as salesman and 
looked forward to a future far superi­ 
or to that of his “teamster brother/' 
its he called him.

young man 
in the m teaming 
business 
was 
his 
own 
boss—he 
worked w;hen he had an opportunity, 
but he was it 11 the time working for 
himself, solving" his own future. After 
six months he had 
saved 
enough 
money to buy another 
wagon 
and 
team of horses, and then is when his 
real business started. 
He hired 
an 
assistant, a young man 
fresh from 
the farm, who knew all *about horses 
and hard work. 


After paying 
for 
the 
additional 
help, the «extra team brought him an 
income that was about twenty times 
what his money would have earned 
had it been left in a savings bank at 
the usual rate of interest. 
It was 
only a short time until more 
teams 
and men were put to work, and today 
he owns one of the largest teaming 
business establishments in Chicago. 
His brother, who has not yet acquired 
the master habit, is still working for 
the real estate firm, and while his 
salary has been increased,

come is only one-tenth that of his 
teamster brother, who now Is his own

boss- and owns a business 
that 
Is 
growing bigger and bigger every year.

and do as they are told.

At first he did it to make a little ex­ 
tra money, but he was so successful 
tljat alter a year or two he resigned 
his railroad position to devote his en­ 
tire time to selling Jewelry, first lo­ 
cally and then through the mails. 


This 
business 
experience 
taught 
him to rely on his own Judgment—» 
be became his own master, and, with 
increased 
business, 
established 
a 
mail order house In Chicago. 
From 
the first mail order Jewelry house the 
business has grown to one of the 
largest of its kind in the country. His 
entire success was due to bis Initia­ 
tive and executive ability—to being 
able to master, first the small busi­ 
ness and later the million dollar cor­ 
poration of which, until he retired, he 
was the active head. 


"grow out.” Growing up means steady 
advancement, 
while 
growing . out 
means that ho is out of the race for 
the trophies of business life. 


There is one 
important essential 
which does not directly bear on a 
young man’s activities within office or 
shop. He must be absolutely sure to 
live within his in«*me. No matter how 
small his salary may be, it is ruinous 
to start by indulging wants which are 
out of reach of his financial condition. 
Debt Is fatal; the saving habit is im­ 
portant, and that, too, may

DIRECTOR OF RURAL SCHOOLS 


The oldest investment security on 
earth is the real estate mortgage, says 
Leslie's Magazine. 
Wo know 
that 
money was loaned on mortgages In 
ancient Babylon, in the time of King 
Hamurabi, four thousand years ago, 
and that some 
tw«nty-flvo 
hundred 
$^ears ago the great Babylonian bank- 
ing house of the Egibi family invested 
large sums in mortgages on both city 
ani farm property, the mortgages be- 
ing recorded on oricks, which have 
been preserved in the safety deposit 
j ^ l U of those times—great earthen- 
ware Jars burled in the earth—pre 
served until the archaeologists, in our 
own day and age, dug them up to 
show us when, where and how mor^ 
gages originated. 


A new division of experts In educa- 
tional work will be organized shortly 
by the United States Bureau of Edu- 
cation to look after the needs of the 
rural schools of the country. 
This is 
the latest plan of Uncle Sam for the 
proper education of the coming gen- 
eration in rural communities. 
In ad- 
dition to the 10 or more specialists in 
rural education, there will be a num- 
ber of experts engaged to assist in 
the handling of problems relative to 
city schools. 
These will Include spec- 
ialists for trade schools, agricultural 
education below tho college, educa- 
tion in home-making, commercial ed- 
ucation and for normal schools and 
the training of teachers. 
In the di- 
vision there Avill also be specialists in 
city school administration, In school 
sanitation and hygiene, and one or 
two In secondary education, with a di- 
rector of research. 


The plan will include a personal 
visit of representatives of the bureau 
to every rural school In the United States. 
Tho main object Is to improve 
the surroundings of the pupils and to aid in securing proper school houses. 
Dr. A. C. Monahan is to have direct charge of the new rural school work, 
"Our first step," he says, "will be to make a survey of the field so that we 
may know definitely conditions of the rural schools as they now exist. 


"We have in the United States right now about 606,000 public school 
teachers, while about 125,000 new teachers are required every year.

The younger brother remained with 
the real estate firm as salesman and 
looked forward to a future far superi- 
or to that of his "teamster brother," 
hs he called him.
